day, but was unsuccessful. The mill 
worker, came off victorious at every 
point. Yesterday morning the Carne- 
gie Steel Co. applied to Sheriff Mc- 
Cleary, of Allegheny county, for help 
In guarding their Homestead property, 
and protection for those men who, thoy 
claim, are willing and anxious to go to 
nnd aala. 


work, but are In fear of bodily harin 
from the strikers. 


Sheriff McCleary, accompanied by ex- 


.herlffs Gray nnd Cluly, came from 
Pittsburgh at noon and repaired to the 
•trikors' headt|uartors,announclng that 
they would assume control of the Car- 
negie Steel Co.'s property, and would 
send some deputies to guard thu worlis 
later In the day, but before doing so 
wished a personal Inspection of the 
grounds. They asked for a pass to 
visit the interior of the mill, which was 
not only given1 by the advisory com- 
mittee, but a body guard of ten men 
wer. furnished the sheriff to show him 
everything In sight. 


Aftur an Inspection of tho works tho 


sheriff was escorted back to headquar- 
ters, where a committee wasawnltlng 
him. The chairman of the advisory 
committee addressed the sheriff us fol- 
lows: 


"Mr. Sheriff, tho Homestead people, 


both before this trouble came and 
since Its precipitation, have expressed 
their Intention of not only guarding 
their own property, but the property 
of their employers, the Carnegie Steel 
Co., as well. Tho property is not en- 
dangered, nnd the bringing into Home- 
stead of deputies, ostensibly for the 
purpose of guarding property, which Is 
not in danger U nnnece.ssary. 


Now wo, the people of Homestead 


wish to make an offer. 
We will place 


from flfty to BOO of our 'wst citi/uns in- 
Blde of the mill tn guard that property, 
if the (Inn think It is in danger, and 
tliune men will protect the property 
with their own lives if necessary, and 
further than that, n bond of 110,000 
will bo given for the faltlvful vigilance 
of each man posted. We do not want 
deputy sheriffs here, as ill will precipi- 
tate trouble, and therefore malte this 
offer." 


Sheriff McCleary said that ho was 


tumble to accept the offer, although he 
acknowledged the sensibility and fair- 
ness of tlie proposition and stated that 
ho had been Instructed to bring flfty 
deputy sherilTB to llnmeitood during 
the afternoon and would do so. 


"Then bring them at your own risk. 


We hereby dissolve the advisory com- 
mittee, and we will not tic responsible 
for any trouble which may accrue from 
their coming," said tin' eliairnun.

loading to Munhall station, and as 
every man wanted to be first to get to 
Munhall, the narrow passageway was 
crowded to suffocation by the strug 
fling mill workers, all tumbling over 
•aoh other In their great ha.te. When 
the crowd reached Eighth avenue, they 
were Joined by a larger crowd, al 
pressing toward Munhall, and the six 
ty-foot street was hardly ablo to hoH 
them. 
In th. meantime the deputies in 


charge of ex-Sheriff Cluly wero having 
an Interesting time at the Munhall 
fate. As won as the train stopped, thu 
deputies,

toward the gate, against which stood

Delivered by Hon. John A. Brown 


July 4th at Bivemlde Park. 


In oonneotion with the formal eier- 


oiaaa at Riverside Park July 4th, daring 
the picnio celebration ot the, Modern 
Woodmen 
Anacxnation of the FOOT- 


teenth Congressional Dratriut, in the 
proaenoe ot a vast andienoe, the follow- 
ing deserved eulogy on an eminent de- 
ceased neighbor, waa delivered by Hon. 
John A. Brown ot Deoatnr, president ot 
the aaeooiation. It was prepared by re- 
quest, and waa as follows: 


On this day, consecrated to human 
liberty and made fleonre by the suffer- 
ings and blood ot oar fathers, we aa 
Modern Woodmen tor a few moments 
torn, on the occasion of onr second an- 
nual picnic, to briefly consider the char- 
acter of one who Dm yesterday was a 
leader in onr organization and who in 
the order of Providence has gone to hia 
anal rest, We live in a world where 
change is written on all things on which 
the eye gazes: the eoil beneath our 
feet, the rivers that flow to the sea, the 
mountains that lift their terraced sides 
along the borders of plains and oceans, 
alike proclaim the ceaseless and unend- 
ing changes ot time. The flowers come 
and go with the seasons, the giant oak, 
after having for centuries resisted the 
blasts of time finally yields to the law of 
its being and fall to the earth. Nature 
has her revolutions which essentially 
alter the character of the material world. 
Cities which were onoe -tho centres of 
wealth, ot power and chivalry have long 
since ceased to exist and their mine are 
obliterated by the accumulations ot 
ages. Lite and death are chronicled in 
these multitudinous changes. As in na- 
ture so too in human life, man having 
accomplished hia destiny closes his eyes 
in death and goes the way of all tee 
earth. How rapidly the colors ohange 
on the rainbow of life; how swiftly glide 
onr years away. Like the ever flowing 
tides of the ooeau the generations of 
mankind come and go. It is an inexora- 
ble law ot oar being, and to this su- 
preme dceree king and subject alike 
mnsti bow. The visits of the death an- 
gel are at all times solemn, startling 
and 
mysterious, 
bat 
seem 
even 


more so when the marked victim 
one ot 
remarkable promise, and 
whose life was largely devoted to the ele- 
vation and advancement ot hia kind. 
Bach a man was Milton W. Mathews. 
And first let me say he was a typical 
Illinoisan. Born in Clark Co., Illinois, 
March 1st, 1840, dying at Urbana, May 
10th, 1892, the •«! years of hia lite were 
all passed within the borders ot his na- 
tive state. Be waa a child ot the prai- 
riea and consequently, ot necessity, he 
waa a man of brood liberal ideas. It is 
hardly possible for one whose life is 
spent amid tbe lovely expanse ot our 
peerless state to be otherwise. Gener- 
ous in his nature, warm in his attach- 
ments, strong in his physical make-up, 
he was a true representative of Illinois. 
He was in fact what we may coll a 19th 
century man, awake to the spirit ot the 
times, in full sympathy with all progress 
that leads the race onward to higher 
achievements. He loved the state of bis 
birth and confidently predicted that it 
was destined, at no far-off period, to be- 
come the first state of the Union in 
wealth and population; but greater than 
his love of state was his sacred regard, 
his intense love of the Republic. When 
the great rebellion of the elaveholding 
barons of the South was drawing to a 
close and the uword of Lee was at Appo- 
mattox surrendered to Grunt, Matthews 
was just entering his 19th year. All the 
pulsations ot his young lite beat respon- 
sive to the music of the Union. He was 
a patriot in the full sense of the word. 
From that hour to the time ot his death 
he labored, wrote and spoke in behalf of 
the union of the states and the elevation 
of fallen humanity, 
Milton W. Mathews was a born orator; 


to him speech came as easy and graceful 
as the sweep ot a ilowing river. Many 
of hia speeches thrilled his hearers and 
will never be forgotten. 
He was a true 
friend—not one of the class so prevalent 
in onr modern political Jife that abound 
in promises that are made only to be 
broken; his word waa always sscrodly 
kept. Hypocrisy did not enter into his 
composition; he was nob a deceiver. 
For him thore was only the houest, 
manly way ql advocacy; he respected an 
honest political foe, The deceit that he 


attested the loss his fellow citizens felt 
His remains were deposited m the 
cemetery at Urbana, Illinois, and there 
beneath tbe sod of hia native state, under 
the starry canopy of Heaven we leave 
him at rest, in tbe confident hope, how 
ever, that m some clime we know not 
where, in some manner we know not how 
we shall meet and greet him again.

Sidewalks. 


At the meeting of the oity council last 


night at the city hall the temperature 
was made bearable by the action ot two 
eleotno fans. 
All members were pres- 
ent. 


It was ordered that the hydrant be re- 
moved from the corner of Warren and 
Central avenue to the south side of the 
street. 


A 15-inch sewer tile is to be laid on 
Hiokory street. 


The Water and Light committee rec- 
ommended a 16-inch water main from 
the St. Nicholas to Green street, on 
North Mam street, a 12-inoh main on 
Green from Main to Water, a 12-inoh 
main on Water from Green to Mason 
and to extend on Miason street to Broad- 
way. It was also lecommended that the 
16-inch main on Broadway be extended 
from Oerro Oordo is Mason street. The 
report was adopted. 


Tbe same committee recommended 
the purchase of a battery of boilers for 
the water works, together with other im- 
provements, the cost of which was esti- 
mated as follows: Construction of boiler 
house 8609; construction of smoke stack 
¥600; two boilers complete (2,600; neo 
esssry connections *800; total, «4,600 
The report was adopted. 


It was ordered that a sewer lateral be 
built in the alley between Uondit and 
Edmund streets from Morgan to Broad 
way. 


At the suggestion of Aid, Bartholomew 
the walks on the east side of the Congre 
gational ohuroh and the Presbyterian 
church will be raised.

60,000 members, recognizing his ability, 
made him chairman of the board of 
trustees, and conscientiously and faith- 
fully was this' trust discharged. 
Lees 


than one short year ago. from this very 
platform, he addressed us for the last 
time, the picture of robust health. Little 
did any of us then realize that before a 
year should pass the final summons to 
the gifted Matthews would oome. 


At the time of his death he was 
editor 
of 
the 
Urbana 
Herald, 


which under his management became 
one of the best interior newspapers of 
the state. An an editor he excelled. To 
build up and make successful a new 
newspaper in this state, where so many 
able onee are found, is n*> slight task. 
But having decided to do so, he diligent- 
ly and persistently worked and lived to 
see his paper on a successful basis. The 
editors of the state, recognizing his abili- 
ty twice in succession, elected him presi- 
dent of the state editorial association. 
His high appreciation of the duties of an 
editor did not allow him to descend to 
low personalities or abuse of his oppo- 
nents. 


He filled successfully the offices ot 
master in chancery and state's attorney 
of Champaign county, and also served as 
state senator, In the legislature he at 
onoe took R leading position on the Re- 
publican aide. 
While the above briefly outlines the 
more prominent ohursoteristioe and work 
of our departed brother, I feel the utter 
impossibility of properly sketching or 
outlining snob a character. To once 
know him—to be associated with him—• 
to hear his hearty laugh or feel the kind- 
ly grasp of bin bond, was indeed a bene- 
diction that cannot be forgotten. If such 
loss aoornea to us, hia friends and neigh- 
bors, what can be tbe depth of sorrow to 
that household where he reigned as hue- 
bund and father. 


It has fallen to the lot of Illinois to 


have within ita borders some ot the most 
remarkable men of the oentnry. Here 
the gifted Donghlaa lived and died. Here 
the immortal Lincoln leaped from the 
obscurity ot a country lawyer to tbe pe- 
destal ot fame. Here Grant forged to 
the front M the greatest oommander 
of tbe age. 
Here hundreds ot others that 


I might name distinguished in peaee and 
war have lived and died. 
To say that 


one ia distinguished in such a state, with 
such a galaxy of names is indeed- an 
honor. 
From what he accomplished 
daring nil abort life i* it too mnah to My 
that hud Milton W. Mattwwa lived the 
allotted time of man his name would have 
been carved high on tbe temple of fame.
